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TAYLOR  GALLANT 

Teachers  fondly  remember  young  sailor 


Gallant  was  bright  student 
with  goals  set  on  a  career 
in  the  Navy,  educators  say

Taylor  Gallant  was  known  by  his 
teachers  as  a  highly  intelligent, 
driven  student  who  knew  exactly 


what  he  wanted  to  do  with  his  life  a 
lot  earlier  than  many  of  his  peers 
—  serve  in  the  Navy. 

Petty  Officer  Second  Class  Gal¬ 
lant,  22,  a  2008  George  Rogers 
Clark  High  School  graduate,  died 


Jan.  26  during  a  training  exercise 
with  the  Navy  off  the  coast  of  North 
Carolina.  His  death  is  under  inves¬ 
tigation. 

He  was  assigned  to  the  Explosive 
Ordnance  Disposal  Mobile  Unit  12, 
a  force  with  the  only  capability  of 
its  kind  within  the  Department  of 
Defense,  according  to  the  Navy. 

John  Gay,  public  affairs  officer 
for  the  Navy  Expeditionary  Combat 
Command,  said  Gallant  “was 
among  an  elite  group  of  men  and 
women.” 


While  a  student  at 
GRC,  Gallant  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  marching 
band’s  drum  line.  While 
he  was  a  talented  musi¬ 
cian,  it  was  Gallant’s  in¬ 
tellect  many  of  his 
teachers  remember. 

Math  teacher  Steven 
Parks  taught  Gallant’s  ad¬ 
vanced  placement  calcu¬ 
lus  class  his  senior  year. 

He  said  Gallant  could  learn  in  five 
minutes  what  it  took  other  people 
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Taylor  Gallant 


an  entire  class  period  to 
figure  out,  Parks  said. 

Because  he  already 
knew  he  was  going  into 
the  Navy  after  graduating 
high  school,  “AP  calculus 
was  not  something  he 
needed,”  Parks  said,  and 
he  recalled  Gallant  paying 
attention  for  five  minutes 
and  then  sleeping  the  rest 
of  class. 

"But  at  the  end  of  the  year,

LESSONS  ON  LIFE 

BCTC  will  host  financial,  relationship  workshop

Those  needing  relationship  or 
financial  advice  will  be  able  to 
find  both  during  a  six-week  work¬ 
shop  at  Bluegrass  Community  and 
Technical  College’s  Winchester 
campus  beginning  Thursday. 

Kentucky  River  Foothills  will 
offer  the  workshop,  “Financial 
Peace  and  Relationship  Peace: 
Foundational  Skills,”  to  educate 
couples  and  singles  on  how  to 
achieve  both.  It  will  resemble 


workshops  offered  in  the  last  five 
years,  said  Melissa  Gross,  healthy 
marriage  project  coordinator  for 
Clark  County. 

The  classes  will  focus  on  topics 
including  budgeting,  the  dangers 
of  debt,  relating  with  money,  com¬ 
munication  skills,  handling  money 
together  and  the  importance  of 
fun. 

Gross  said  unlike  previous 
workshops,  this  one  will  be  done 
in  six  weeks  versus  12,  with  an¬ 
other  six-week  installment  to  be 
offered  in  the  future.  Participants 


can  choose  to  participate  in  one 
or  both  of  the  six-week  sessions. 

“Another  difference  will  be  we 
have  always  focused  on  the  idea 
of  finances  and  how  important 
that  is  to  relationships,  and  we 
will  continue  to  focus  on  finances, 
but  we  are  introducing  some  more 
relationship  skills,  like  communi¬ 
cating,  than  we  have  in  the  past 
five  years,”  she  said. 

Kentucky  River  Foothills  is  of¬ 
fering  the  classes  through  a 
healthy  marriage  federal  grant  it 
received  in  October  from  the  U.S. 


Department  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  Administration  for  Chil¬ 
dren  and  Families.  The  grant  was 
given  to  promote  healthy  mar¬ 
riage  and  responsible  fatherhood, 
Gross  said.  It  will  last  for  three 
years. 

“We  think  the  class  is  important 
because  we  try  to  get  people  a 
real  lift  and  real  life  skills  for  get¬ 
ting  through  their  budgeting  plan 
for  their  household,”  she  said. 
“How  to  talk  about  having  their 
budgeting  plan,  and  then  that

City  Commissioner  Shannon 
Cox,  52,  who  has  served  on  the 
Winchester  Board  of  Commission¬ 
ers  since  1998,  has  filed  for  re-elec¬ 
tion  in  the  May  22  election.

Cox  said  his  sense  of 
fiscal  responsibility, 
bold  outlook  to  the  fu¬ 
ture  and  historical 
sense  put  him  in  a 
unique  position. 

Cox  is  a  graduate  of 
George  Rogers  Clark 
High  School  and  the 
University  of  Kentucky, 
and  he  earned  a  mas¬ 
ter’s  degree  in  history 
from  Eastern  Kentucky 
University. 

He  teaches  at  GRC,  and  has  pre¬ 
viously  taught  at  Clark  Middle 
School  and  Conkwright  Middle 
School.  He  has  also  formerly 


coached  football  at  GRC,  and  has 
coached  track,  tennis  and  baseball 
in  the  school  system. 

Cox  is  a  member  and  deacon  at 
Central  Baptist  Church,  a 
founding  member  of  the 
Winchester  Retirement 
Place  Board,  the  Gideons 
and  the  Wickliffe  Society. 
He  serves  as  the  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Winchester 
Salvation  Army  Service 
Board. 

Most  recently,  Cox 
worked  on  a  committee 
with  City  Commissioner 
Rick  Beach  and  members 
of  the  Clark  County  Fiscal  Court  to 
draft  an  agreement  between  the 
city  and  county  to  share  tax  rev¬ 
enues  from  the  current  and  new 
hospital  sites.

Clark 
schools 
take  lead 
in  new 
content 
rules

When  the  Kentucky  Department 
of  Education  adopted  its  new  core 
content  standards  for  all  Kentucky 
schools  in  2010,  there  was  some 
apprehension  on  the  part  of  many 
educators  across  the  state. 

The  new  standards,  which  began 
with  the  2011-2012  school  year, 
were  designed  to  provide  fewer  but 
more  in-depth  standards  that  were 
aligned  from  elementary  to  high 
school  and  post  secondary  educa¬ 
tion  to  ensure  students  graduated 
prepared  to  succeed  in  college  or 
careers. 

While  some  school  officials 
adopted  a  wait  and  see  attitude 
about  the  new  core  curriculum, 
Clark  County  Superintendent 
Elaine  Farris  was  an  outspoken 
proponent  of  the  new  standards 
from  day  one. 

So  it  should  be  no  surprise  that 
midway  through  the  first  year 
using  the  new  core  curriculum, 
George  Rogers  Clark  High  School  is 
at  the  forefront  in  its  adoption  of 
the  new  standards. 

The  first  phase  of  the  new  state 
system  included  English  II,  U.S. 
history,  algebra  and  biology 
classes,  but  because  of  their  confi¬ 
dence  in  the  system,  GRC  officials 
also  included  English  I  in  the 
school’s  core  curriculum. 

And  halfway  through  the  first 
year,  GRC  principal  David  Bolen 
said  the  new  curriculum  is  every¬ 
thing  he  thought  it  would  be  and 
more. 

“There’s  no  comparison.  It’s  like 
daylight  and  dark,”  Bolen  said.  “I 
feel  very  confident  that  there  is 
more  teaching  going  on  now  than 
there  probably  ever  has  been.  They 
see  the  connection  now  to  the  ACT 
test  and  they  know  that  what  they 
are  teaching  is  going  to  make  a  dif¬ 
ference  for  these  kids.” 

Initially,  there  was  a  little  appre¬ 
hension  by  some  teachers  about 
the  new  standards,  Bolen  said,  but 
after  going  through  some  training 
on  the  new  standards,  that  quickly 
went  away. 

“Initially  some  were  a  little 
leery,  but  after  the  ACT  people 
came  and  we  had  a  couple  of  work 
days,  the  more  they  got  into  it  the 
more  they  liked  it,”  Bolen  said. 

“But  what  really  put  us  over  the 
hump  was  when  the  teachers  we 
sent  to  Ashland  for  some  followup 
training  in  the  fall  came  back  re¬ 
ally  pumped  up  and  on  fire  about 
it,  everybody  really  dived  into  it 
head  first.” 

Under  the  new  standards,  all 
sections  of  a  course  are  taught  the 
same  way,  using  the  same  assign¬ 
ments  and  assessments,  which 
guarantees  that  all  students

which  Bolen  said,  has  led  to 
much  more  collaboration  be¬ 
tween  teachers  within  those 
departments. 

Bolen  said  one  of  biggest 
assets  of  the  new  standards  is 
that  unlike  previous  years, 
students  are  tested  in  sub¬ 
jects  every  year  instead  of 
every  two  or  three  years  as 
was  the  case  in  some  sub¬ 
jects.  The  test  results  are 
available  within  days,  which 
allows  teachers  to  evaluate 
areas  students  need  more 
help  in. 

“Now  when  we  give  a  test, 
it’s  scanned  and  analyzed 
question-by-question  so  the 
teachers  can  go  back  and 


look  and  see  which  questions 
the  students  had  trouble  on, 
so  they  can  tie  it  to  the  stan¬ 
dards  and  go  back  and  re¬ 
view  those  with  the 
students,”  Bolen  said.  “It 
puts  some  accountability  on 
the  kids  as  well  as  holding 
the  teachers  accountable.  I 
think  that  has  been  the  miss¬ 
ing  piece  all  along.” 

Bolen  said  he  also  likes 
the  fact  that  the  new  stan¬ 
dards  provide  more  in-depth 
teaching  and  require  stu¬ 
dents  to  more  fully  learn 
concepts  and  apply  them  in¬ 
stead  of  just  memorizing 
data  to  be  regurgitated  on  an 
exam. 

In  the  past,  one  of  the 
biggest  complaints  of  Ken¬ 
tucky’s  educational  system 
was  its  dependence  on  writ¬ 
ing  portfolios.  While  the  new 


standards  don’t  include  the 
hated  writing  portfolios, 
Bolen  said  it  didn’t  mean 
there  wasn’t  still  as  strong 
emphasis  on  writing  at  GRC. 

“Writing  has  not  gone 
away,  it’s  still  a  big  part  of  the 
new  standards.  It’s  just  not 
having  that  set  portfolio 
now,”  Bolen  said.  “The  writ¬ 
ing  they  are  doing  now  is  not 
just  to  meet  the  portfolio,  it’s 
more  actual  real  life  stuff. 
And  I’ll  be  honest  with  you. 
They  are  probably  writing 
more  now  than  they  ever 
have  before,  it’s  just  that  it 
has  been  made  more  relevant 
and  the  kids  see  that  now.” 

Looking  back  over  the  first 
half  of  the  school  year,  Bolen 
said  there  were  a  few  bumps 
along  the  way,  and  they’ve 
identified  some  areas  that 
need  to  be  worked  on,  but 


he’s  happy  with  the  results 
thus  far,  and  he  thinks  the 
standards  will  help  all  his 
students. 

“We  are  pushing  the  enve¬ 
lope  as  far  as  the  new  stan¬ 
dards  go  and  with  that  comes 
some  hiccups  along  the  way 
because  there  is  nobody 
doing  what  we  are  doing,  but 
I’m  very  happy  with  where 
we’re  going  with  this,”  Bolen 
said.  “This  is  not  just  for  high 
achieving  kids,  the  new  stan¬ 
dards  will  raise  the  level  of 
all  students.  I  think  in  three 
years  you  will  see  GRC’s  ACT 
scores  right  up  there  in  the 
top  of  the  state.” 

Bolen  said  he  talked  with 
administrators  from  several 
other  districts  and  found 
that  most  have  not  been  as 
aggressive  as  Clark  County  in 
implementing  the  new  stan¬ 


dards. 

“I’ve  had  conversations 
with  several  districts  and 
some  of  them  are  dragging 
their  feet.  They  are  looking 
to  us  because  we  are  there  in 
the  trenches  doing  it  and 
leading  the  pack,  and  that’s 
where  I  think  we  should  be,” 
Bolen  said.  “When  you  are 
out  there  in  the  forefront, 
there  is  nobody  there  to 
draw  upon  and  that  has  been 
tough,”  Bolen  said.  “But  I 
would  rather  be  the  lead  dog 
and  take  the  problems  that 
go  with  it  than  to  be  in  the 
back  of  the  pack,  because  I 
really  believe  this  is  going  to 
make  a  huge  difference  for 
our  students  and  we  should 
be  aggressive  with  it.”

GOP  PRIMARY 

Romney,  Gingrich 
battling  for  Florida 


TAMPA,  Fla.  (AP)  — Mitt 
Romney  oozed  confidence 
and  a  defiant  Newt  Gingrich 
seemed  to  acknowledge  his 
momentum  had  been 
checked,  at  least  for  now,  as 
Florida  Republicans  voted 
today  to  decide  who  gets  the 
state’s  50  delegates,  the 
biggest  prize  yet  in  the  Re¬ 
publican  presidential  nomi¬ 
nation  contest. 

Romney  is  heavily  favored 
in  the  winner-take-all  pri¬ 
mary,  the  final  and  possibly 
pivotal  contest  in  a  high- 
stakes  month  in  which  the 
former  Massachusetts  gover¬ 
nor  has  claimed  one  win  and 
two  second-place  finishes  so 
far.  On  Monday,  he  cam¬ 
paigned  so  optimistically  that 
he  broke  into  song. 

Without  predicting  a  win¬ 
ner  or  endorsing  a  candidate, 
Sen.  Marco  Rubio,  R-Fla.,  told 
CNN  today:  “The  winner  of 
Florida  is  in  all  likelihood 
going  to  be  the  nominee  of 
our  party.” 

But  Gingrich  would  have 
none  of  that  talk.  Outside  a 
polling  place  in  Orlando 
today,  he  told  reporters  the 
race  wouldn’t  be  decided 
until  June  or  July  —  “unless 
Romney  drops  out  earlier.” 

In  Palm  Beach,  Julian 
Stoopler,  a  68-year-old  invest¬ 
ment  adviser,  said  he’s  always 
liked  Gingrich  but  ultimately 
decided  to  vote  for  former 


business  leader  Romney.  “The 
condition  of  the  country  has 
deteriorated  so  badly  that  we 
need  a  CEO  to  turn  it 
around,”  Stoopler  said. 

In  Miami’s  Little  Havana, 
car  salesman  Osvaldo  Mitat, 
69,  favored  Gingrich.  He’s  im¬ 
pressed  by  the  former  House 
speaker’s  “commitment  to  the 
Cuban  community,”  Mitat 
said,  and  Gingrich’s  marital 
history  doesn’t  bother  him  — 
Mitat  has  been  divorced  four 
times  himself. 

“Romney  also  has  a  past,” 
he  said.  “Everyone  has  a 
past.” 

For  a  time,  Gingrich  reset 
the  GOP  race  with  an  over¬ 
whelming  victory  in  South 
Carolina.  But  in  the  10  days 
since,  the  contest  has  turned 
increasingly  hostile  and  polls 
have  swung  in  Romney’s  di¬ 
rection. 

“With  a  turnout  like  this, 
I’m  beginning  to  feel  we 
might  win  tomorrow,”  an  up¬ 
beat  Romney  told  a  crowd  of 
several  hundred  at  a  stop  in 
Dunedin  on  Monday. 

Gingrich  admitted  that  his 
momentum  against  Romney 
has  slowed  in  Florida. 

“He  can  bury  me  for  a  very 
short  amount  of  time  with 
four  or  five  or  six  times  as 
much  money,”  Gingrich  said 
in  a  television  interview.  “In 
the  long  run,  the  Republican 
Party  is  not  going  to  nominate 


...  a  liberal  Republican.” 

The  Gingrich  campaign 
bragged  that  he  had  raised 
more  than  $5  million  in  Janu¬ 
ary,  more  than  half  following 
his  win  in  South  Carolina, 
after  raising  $10  million  total 
for  the  last  three  months  of 
2011. 

Romney’s  campaign  can¬ 
celed  a  morning  rally,  but 
scheduled  a  night  celebration 
at  the  Tampa  Convention 
Center.  Gingrich  planned  a 
series  of  public  appearances 

—  including  visits  to  two 
polling  stations  and  a  stop  at 
the  Polk  County  headquarters 

—  before  gathering  with  sup¬ 
porters  for  a  primary  night 
party  in  Orlando.  The  last 
polls  close  at  8  p.m. 

During  his  final  event  on 
primary  eve,  at  The  Villages 
in  central  Florida,  Romney 
broke  into  song,  leading  the 
crowd  in  a  reverent  rendition 
of  “America  the  Beautiful,” 
instead  of  just  reciting  the 
lyrics  as  he  typically  does. 

The  path  to  the  Republican 
nomination  —  and  the  right 
to  face  President  Barack 
Obama  this  fall  —  shifts  to  a 
series  of  lower-profile  con¬ 
tests  in  February.  The  race  for 
delegates  is  still  in  its  early 
stages.  A  candidate  needs  to 
collect  1,144  delegates  to  win. 
Coming  into  Florida,  Romney 
had  37  delegates  to  Gingrich’s 
26. 
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also  carries  over  to  things  like 
planning  their  employment.

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there's  a  national  AP  exam,” 
Parks  said.  “It’s  super  diffi¬ 
cult,  and  very  few  kids  pass 
it.  He  passed  the  national 
exam  that  year,  and  he  was 
awake  for  maybe  10  percent 
of  the  entire  year.

About  a  year  after  gradu¬ 
ating  from  GRC,  Gallant 
went  back  and  visited  Parks 
in  his  classroom.  Parks  said 
it  was  obvious  to  him  how 
proud  Gallant  was  to  be 
serving  in  the  Navy,  and 
“you  could  tell  he  really 
took  pride  in  being  a  part  of 
the  military  and  looked  for¬ 
ward  to  that  as  a  career.”

Debbie  Sharp,  a  math 
teacher  at  GRC  whose  son 
was  in  the  band  with  Gal¬ 
lant,  taught  him  as  a  fresh¬ 
man.  She  said  he  was

tivated,  with  strong  charac¬ 
ter. 

Sharp  remembered  play¬ 
ing  him  in  Rook  tourna¬ 
ments  at  school. 


"He  would  come  down 
and  play  during  lunch.  He 
was  very  competitive  and 
he  would  always  try  to  beat 
me  all  the  time,"  she  said, 
laughing. 

Patricia  Fraley,  a  GRC 
math  teacher  who  taught 
Gallant  pre-calculus,  de¬ 
scribed  him  as  witty  and  a 
strong  student. 

"He  could  think  outside  of 
the  box  really  well.  He  was¬ 
n't  one  that  liked  to  just  sit 
and  do  problems.  He 
wanted  to  do  problems  that 
were  thought-provoking 
types  of  problems,"  Fraley 
said.  "He  was  a  deep 
thinker.  He  was  a  good  stu¬ 
dent.  He  was  very  enjoyable 
to  have  in  class.  The  kids 
liked  him.  He  had  a  good 
personality." 

Fraley  said  she  was  not 
surprised  that  he  went  into 
the  Navy. 

"That's  what  he  always 
wanted  to  do.  That  was  his 
dream,"  Fraley  said. 

"It  was  really  neat  be¬ 
cause  it's  rare  that  you  meet 
a  senior  in  high  school 
who's  that  certain  of  what 
he  or  she  wants  to  become," 
Parks  said.

LEGISLATIVE 

UPDATE 

Bipartisan 
spirit  at  work 
in  the  House 

FRANKFORT  —  The  Kentucky 
General  Assembly  continues  to 
work  through  the  process  of  hear¬ 
ing  testimony  and 
considering  319 
pieces  of  legislation 
that  have  been  filed 
in  the  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  and 
119  filed  in  the  Sen¬ 
ate. 

Despite  some 
bruised  feelings 
over  the  passage  of 
a  redistricting  plan 
that  is  now  being 
litigated  in  Franklin 
Circuit  Court,  last  week  in  the  House  we 
came  together  to  pass  bipartisan  legisla¬ 
tion  to  remove  the  competitive  disadvan¬ 
tage  confronted  by  the  suppliers  of 
durable  medical  supplies  in  Kentucky. 
The  passage  of  House  Bill  21  by  a  vote  of 
91-0,  sponsored  by  Rep.  David  Floyd,  will 
insure  if  state  laws  in  which  the  home  of¬ 
fice  of  an  out-of-state  supplier  of  durable 
medical  products  require  Kentucky  dis¬ 
tributors  to  have  an  office  in  that  state  to 
do  business,  the  same  will  apply  to  those 
coming  into  Kentucky. 

This  nearly  unanimous  vote  follows  ac¬ 
tion  late  last  week  when  we  voted  99-0 
for  legislation  to  require  the  notification 
of  the  presiding  judge  and  all  witnesses 
in  the  case  when  the  individual  is  re¬ 
leased  from  care  or  escapes. 

Reps.  Myron  Dossett,  Ben  Waide  and 
Ryan  Quarles  are  working  to  build  sup¬ 
port  for  House  Resolution  60,  calling  on 
the  members  of  the  Kentucky  congres¬ 
sional  delegation  to  oppose  proposed 
changes  by  the  United  States  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Labor  to  substantially  alter  the 
Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  regarding  mi¬ 
nors  engaged  in  the  agricultural  industry. 
The  proposed  changes  in  the  standards 
have  the  potential  to  negatively  impact  4- 
H  and  Future  Farmers  of  America  pro¬ 
grams  across  the  country.  The  changes 
would  also  affect  equipment  that  can  be 
operated  by  minors  as  well  as  their  abil¬ 
ity  to  be  involved  in  the  care  of  livestock 
and  the  cultivation  of  tobacco  and  other 
crops. 

This  week  began  the  hearing  process 
on  a  budget  for  the  2012-2014  biennium. 
State  Budget  Director  Mary  Lassiter 
made  her  first  appearance  before  the 
House  Appropriations  and  Revenue  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  a  number  of  subcommittee 
hearings  will  now  take  place  as  members 
are  given  an  opportunity  to  participate  in 
the  budget  development  process. 

Among  the  issues  likely  to  be  discussed 
as  part  of  the  budget  process  will  be  leg¬ 
islation  introduced  to  exempt  purchases 
of  many  supplies  for  the  operation  of  an 
equine  operation.  Finally,  this  week  saw 
House  Bill  26,  a  bill  sponsored  by  me  and 
Rep.  Lonnie  Napier,  continue  to  build 
support  in  the  House  where  55  members 
have  signed  on  as  co-sponsors.  This  bill 
would  require  the  Cabinet  for  Health 
Services  to  develop  a  plan  for  drug 
screening  for  recipients  of  public  assis¬ 
tance.  The  law  would  require  the  state  to 
develop  a  graduated  system  of  monitor¬ 
ing  to  include  blood  and  urine  tests  to 
determine  if  recipients  are  involved  in 
the  use  of  illegal  drugs.  In  those  in¬ 
stances  where  documented  abuse  is  on¬ 
going,  the  state  could  suspend  services  to 
adult  recipients. 

While  the  bill  has  not  yet  received  its 
first  hearing,  a  bipartisan  coalition  of 
support  is  growing  as  House  legislative 
leaders,  including  Speaker  Greg  Stumbo, 
Republican  Floor  Leader  Jeff  Hoover,  Re¬ 
publican  Caucus  Chairman  Dr.  Bob  De- 
Weese,  Republican  Whip  Danny  Ford, 
Democratic  Whip  Tommy  Thompson  and 
former  Speaker  Jody  Richards  have  all 
signed  on  as  co-sponsors  of  the  proposed 
law.

Groomed  cat  doesn’t  hold  a  grudge 


It  is  3:30  p.m.  on  a  Thursday  af¬ 
ternoon.  It  is  cold  outside,  but 
the  sun  is  out  bright  and  tricks 
us  into  thinking  it  is  much  warmer, 
so  when  we  drove  to  town  we 
thought  we  didn’t  need  gloves  or 
hats.

NASHVILLE 

Ryman  Auditorium  replacing  worn,  historic,  stage 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (AP) 

—  It’s  time  for  a  new  stage  at 
Ryman  Auditorium,  a  signifi¬ 
cant  moment  in  the  history  of 
a  building  known  for  its  sig¬ 
nificant  moments. 

Scuffed  by  the  heels  of 
“The  King,”  ‘’The  Queen  of 
Soul”  and  thousands  of 
singers  in  cowboy  boots, 
scarred  by  an  uncountable 
stream  of  road  cases  and 
worn  by  six  decades  of  music 
history,  the  Ryman’s  oak 


floorboards  have  reached  the 
end  of  a  very  long,  very  suc¬ 
cessful  run. 

“That  stage  has  had  a  won¬ 
derful  life,”  said  Steve 
Buchanan,  senior  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  media  and  entertain¬ 
ment  for  Gaylord 
Entertainment,  owners  of  the 
Ryman. 

The  current  stage  is  just 
the  second  in  the  120-year 
history  of  the  “Mother 
Church”  after  the  original 


was  installed  in  1901  for  a 
performance  of  the  Metropol¬ 
itan  Opera.  It  was  laid  down 
in  1951  and  has  lasted  far 
longer  than  expected.  The 
stage  was  refinished  during  a 
renovation  in  1993-94  and 
even  then  officials  knew  it 
would  be  the  last  resurfacing. 
Today  it’s  heavily  scuffed  and 
scarred,  its  age  easily  visible 
from  the  Ryman’s  balcony. 

The  Ryman  is  still  the 
building  most  associated  with 


The  Grand  Ole  Opry,  though 
it  moved  to  the  Opry  House  in 
1974,  and  has  hosted  a  num¬ 
ber  of  significant  moments  in 
American  culture. 

Bob  Dylan  and  Johnny 
Cash  stood  together  on  those 
boards  and  changed  music. 
Cultures  clashed  there  too 
when  the  boo  birds  took  on 
country  rockers  The  Byrds. 
Today  the  Ryman  is  a  much 
sought-after  destination 
point  for  musicians  of  all  gen¬ 


res  and  many  shows  take  on  a 
unique  aura. 

Dylan  recently  returned, 
more  than  40  years  after 
“Nashville  Skyline.”  Taylor 
Swift  sang  there  recently 
with  her  good  friends,  The 
Civil  Wars.  Even  the  heaviest 
of  rockers  get  a  little  nostal¬ 
gic,  like  Josh  Homme  of 
Queens  of  the  Stone  Age,  who 
said  it  was  an  honor  to  get 
drunk  while  performing  in 
the  building  last  year.

Tom  Vilsack  announced  the 
new  guidelines  during  a  visit 
Wednesday  with  elementary 
students.  Mrs.  Obama,  also 
joined  by  celebrity  chef 
Rachael  Ray,  said  youngsters 
will  learn  better  if  they  don’t 
have  growling  stomachs  at 
school. 

“As  parents,  we  try  to  pre¬ 
pare  decent  meals,  limit  how 
much  junk  food  our  kids  eat, 


and  ensure  they  have  a  rea¬ 
sonably  balanced  diet,”  Mrs. 
Obama  said.  “And  when 
we’re  putting  in  all  that  ef¬ 
fort  the  last  thing  we  want  is 
for  our  hard  work  to  be  un¬ 
done  each  day  in  the  school 
cafeteria.”

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Education:  States  should  do  more  to  reach  students 


MIAMI  (AP)  —  In  its  initial  re¬ 
view  of  No  Child  Left  Behind 
waiver  requests,  the  U.S.  Educa¬ 
tion  Department  highlighted  a  sim¬ 
ilar  weakness  in  nearly  every 
application:  States  did  not  do 
enough  to  ensure  schools  would  be 
held  accountable  for  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  all  students. 

The  Obama  administration 
praised  the  states  for  their  high  ac¬ 
ademic  standards.  But  nearly  every 
application  was  criticized  for  being 
loose  about  setting  high  goals  and, 
when  necessary,  interventions  for 
all  student  groups  —  including  mi¬ 
norities,  the  disabled  and  low-in¬ 
come  —  or  for  failing  to  create 
sufficient  incentives  to  close  the 
achievement  gap. 


Under  No  Child  Left  Behind, 
schools  where  even  one  group  of 
students  falls  behind  are  consid¬ 
ered  out  of  compliance  and  subject 
to  interventions.  The  law  has  been 
championed  for  helping  shed  light 
on  education  inequalities,  but 
most  now  agree  it  is  due  for 
change. 

Indiana’s  proposal  to  opt  out  of 
the  federal  law’s  strictest  require¬ 
ments  was  criticized  by  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Department  for  its 
“inattention”  to  certain  groups, 
like  students  still  learning  the  Eng¬ 
lish  language.  New  Mexico’s  plan,  a 
panel  of  peer  reviewers  noted,  did 
not  include  accountability  and  in¬ 
terventions  for  student  subgroups 
based  on  factors  like  achievement 


and  graduation  rates.  In  Florida, 
the  department  expressed  concern 
that  the  performance  of  some 
groups  of  students  could  go  over¬ 
looked. 

The  concerns  were  outlined  in 
letters  sent  last  December  by  the 
administration  to  the  11  states 
that  have  applied  for  a  waiver. 
Since  then,  state  and  federal  offi¬ 
cials  have  been  talking  about  how 
to  address  the  concerns;  some 
states  have  already  agreed  to 
changes. 

The  letters  were  obtained  by  The 
Associated  Press  for  all  of  the  states 
except  Tennessee  and  Kentucky, 
which  declined  to  provide  them 
until  an  announcement  is  made  on 
whether  a  waiver  is  granted.  The 


Education  Department  has  previ¬ 
ously  said  it  expected  to  notify 
states  by  mid-January. 

“Our  priority  is  protecting  chil¬ 
dren  and  maintaining  a  high  bar 
even  as  we  give  states  more  flexibil¬ 
ity  to  get  more  resources  to  the  chil¬ 
dren  most  in  need,  even  if  that 
means  the  process  takes  a  little 
longer  than  we  anticipated,”  said 
Daren  Briscoe,  a  department 
spokesman. 

Jack  Jennings,  president  of  the 
Center  on  Education  Policy,  said 
federal  officials  are  in  a  challenging 
spot. 

“The  current  law  means  that 
each  group  of  kids,  whether  they 
are  children  with  a  disability,  or 
African-American,  or  poor  kids, 


have  attention  paid  to  them,  be¬ 
cause  the  schools  are  accountable 
for  each  and  every  group,”  said  Jen¬ 
nings.  “But  what  the  states  are  ask¬ 
ing  is  that  they  all  be  lumped 
together.” 

The  Bush-era  law  is  aimed  at 
making  sure  100  percent  of  stu¬ 
dents  reach  proficiency  in  math  and 
reading  by  2014,  a  goal  states  are 
far  from  achieving.  As  that  year 
draws  closer,  more  and  more 
schools  are  expected  to  fall  out  of 
compliance,  subjecting  them  to 
penalties  that  range  from  after¬ 
school  tutoring  to  closure. 

While  there  is  bipartisan  agree¬ 
ment  the  2002  law  needs  to  be 
fixed,  Congress  has  not  passed  a 
comprehensive  reform. 


Consumer 
spending 
flat  in  Dec. 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  — 
Americans’  income  rose  in 
December  by  the  most  in 
nine  months,  a  hopeful  sign 
for  the  economy  after  a  year 
of  weak  wage  gains.  But  con¬ 
sumers  didn’t  spend  any 
more  than  they  had  in  No¬ 
vember. 

Americans  ended  up  sav¬ 
ing  all  their  additional  in¬ 
come. 

Economists  noted  that  in¬ 
come  rose  last  month  largely 
because  of  strong  hiring.  The 
economy  added  200,000  jobs 
in  December.  More  jobs 
mean  more  income  available 
to  spend. 

The  best  hope  for  the 
economy  is  further  job  gains. 
On  Friday,  the  government  is 
expected  to  report  another 
solid  month  of  hiring  for 
January. 

Income  rose  0.5  percent 
from  November  to  Decem¬ 
ber,  the  Commerce  Depart¬ 
ment  said  Monday.

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Super  Bowl  XLVI:  New  York  Giants  vs.  New  England  Patriots 

Rivals  share  mutual  respect 


INDIANAPOLIS  (AP)  —  Hear 
what  Patriots  quarterback  Tom 
Brady  told  the  pep  rally  before  leav¬ 
ing  New  England  for  the  Super  Bowl? 
He  got  ‘em  riled  up  by  saying  he 
hoped  to  come  back  as  a  winner, 
greeted  by  an  even  larger  crowd. 

Wait,  don’t  yawn!  Sure,  it’s  not  the 
most  controversial  comment,  not 
even  close  to  a  foot-in-mouth  mo¬ 
ment.  But  it  can’t  be  overlooked. 

For  this  Super  Bowl  rematch, 
Brady’s  tame  words  are  about  as 
trashy  as  it  gets. 


The  Patriots  (15-3)  and  the  New 
York  Giants  (12-7)  don’t  have  any 
bad  things  to  say  about  each  other. 
Even  if  they  did,  their  coaches 
wouldn’t  allow  it.  Bill  Belichick  and 
Tom  Coughlin  are  long-time  friends 
who  share  the  same  old-school  phi¬ 
losophy  when  it  comes  to  saying  any¬ 
thing  about  the  opposition. 

Zip  it.  Tight. 

Or  else. 

“Players  have  personalities,  and 
they  are  who  they  are,”  Coughlin  said 
Monday,  shortly  after  the  Giants  ar¬ 


rived  from  New  York.  “You  want  a 
certain  amount  of  that  on  your  foot¬ 
ball  team,  but  you  don’t  want  some¬ 
one  who  puts  themselves  in  a 
position  to  hurt  your  team.  So  there’s 
a  standard  there  with  how  flexible 
you  are.” 

By  Super  Bowl  standards,  it’s  ex¬ 
tremely  tame. 

The  most  memorable  moments 
leading  up  to  the  title  game  have 
been  delivered  by  players  willing  to 
say  exactly  what’s  on  their  mind.  Joe 
Namath  started  it  with  his  guarantee 


of  a  Super  Bowl  win,  back  in  the  days 
when  etiquette  called  for  players  to 
say  nothing  even  remotely  inflamma¬ 
tory. 

As  the  culture  of  the  game 
changed  —  more  trash  talk,  touch¬ 
down  celebrations  and  look-at-me 
moments  —  the  Super  Bowl  became 
the  big  stage  for  the  biggest  mouths. 
During  the  title  game  of  the  2005 
season,  for  instance,  Seattle  tight 
end  Jerramy  Stevens  ignited  a  back- 
and-forth  with  Pittsburgh’s  Joey

Determined  Cards  win  indoor  meet  at  Mason  Co.

The  George  Rogers  Clark  indoor 
track  team  competed  Saturday  at  the 
U.S.  Bank  Arena  in  Mason  County,  with 
the  boys  team  placing  first  and  the  girls 
finishing  in  fifth  place. 

At  the  midway  point  of  the  indoor 
track  season,  the  Cardinals  boast  a 
record  of  23-0  and  are  the  only  unde¬ 
feated  boys  indoor  track  team  in  the 
state. 

The  meet  came  down  to  a  battle  be¬ 
tween  Sycamore  High  School  (Cincin¬ 


nati,  Ohio)  and  the  Cardinals. 

“Last  year  we  came  within  one  point 
of  defeating  the  defending  indoor  state 
champion  (Louisville  Central)  while  at 
the  Mason  County  meet,”  Clark  coach 
Dodd  Dixon  said.  “We  were  bound  and 
determined  to  win  at  Mason  County 
this  year.” 

Clark  claimed  first  place  in  only  one 
individual  event  as  Clay  Dixon  placed 
first  in  the  800-meter  dash.  However, 
Clark  placed  second  in  five  events  and 
gained  at  least  one  point  in  each  event. 


The  collective  effort  garnered  the  Car¬ 
dinals  80  points,  followed  by 
Sycamore’s  77  and  Mason  County  with 
71.50. 

Clay  Dixon  was  the  anchor  on  the 
4x800  (Ben  Petrey,  Grayson  Brook¬ 
shire)  and  4x400  relay  teams  (Andrew 
Ping,  Darian  Farris  and  John  Dixon), 
which  both  placed  second. 

“We  had  to  move  two  underclassmen 
onto  the  4X400  relay  Saturday,”  Dodd 
Dixon  said.  “I  told  Darian  (Farris)  and 
John  (Dixon)  that  they  had  to  rise  to 


the  occasion  for  us  to  win.  I  believe 
they  met  the  challenge.” 

White  placed  second  in  the  3000-  and 
the  1600-meter  events,  followed  by 
Brookshire,  who  placed  fourth  and 
third  respectively.  Jonathan  Hubbard 
rounded  out  the  team’s  top  finishers, 
placing  second  in  the  high  jump  with  a 
height  of  six  feet.

The  Wildcats  (21-1,7-0  South¬ 
eastern  Conference)  have  won 
13  straight  games  and  can  end 
January  on  a  perfect  note  with  a 
win  over  the  Volunteers.  Ken¬ 
tucky  dealt  Tennessee  (9-10,  2-4) 
a  65-62  setback  earlier  this 
month  in  Knoxville.  The  Vols  de¬ 
feated  Auburn  64-49  in  their  last 
outing  and  have  been  an  up-and- 
down  unit  that  had  the  Cats 
down  during  the  first  half  in 
Knoxville. 

“They’re  a  good  team,”  Cali- 
pari  said.  “The  only  team  that  re¬ 
ally  got  them  was  Vanderbilt. 
Every  other  game  they  could 


have  won.  Vanderbilt  made 
shots.  If  they  make  shots  against 
us  they’ll  beat  us  the  same  way 
they  beat  them.  So  Vanderbilt  is 
really  good.” 

Calipari’s  team  has  won  seven 
of  the  last  eight  meetings  be¬ 
tween  the  two  border  rivals  and 
owns  a  four-game  winning 
streak.  Despite  the  recent  suc¬ 
cess  against  the  Vols,  Calipari  is 
expecting  another  close  en¬ 
counter,  but  likes  the  fact  that 
the  Cats  are  the  home  team  this 
time  around. 

“I’m  glad  it’s  at  home,  I  can 
tell  you.  I  don’t  know  if  it’ll  mat¬ 
ter  but  you  know,  we’re  playing 
them  again,”  Calipari  said. 

“We’ve  got  a  bunch  of  other 
games.  We’ll  have  to  play  a  team 


twice  and  in  all  likelihood,  you 
go  into  a  tournament  and  you 
have  a  chance  of  playing  some¬ 
one  three  times.” 

Tennessee  has  been  on  the  up¬ 
swing,  but  so  have  the  Wildcats, 
who  haven’t  lost  since  a  73-72 
setback  at  Indiana  on  Dec.  10. 
Like  Calipari,  Kentucky  forward 
Terrence  Jones  said  team  is  de¬ 
veloping  a  bond  on  the  court  and 
getting  used  to  freshman  guard 
Marquis  Teague’s  leadership  in 
the  backcourt. 

“I  think  right  now  we’re  play¬ 
ing  real  well  and  just  getting  a 
lot  of  chemistry  with  so  many 
games,”  Jones  said.  “And  Mar¬ 
quis  (Teague)  just  running  the 
team  and  running  the  floor  like 
he’s  been,  letting  it  be  our  pace 


of  the  game,  executing  when  we 
need  to,  it’s  just  been  coming 
down  to  him  and  I  think  that’s 
why  we’ve  been  so  successful  on 
offense.” 

Miller  agreed,  but  added  that 
there’s  plenty  of  room  for  im¬ 
provement. 

“We  feel  like  we’re  playing 
pretty  good  basketball,  but  we 
know  we  have  a  long  way  to  go  to 
be  a  championship  team,”  Miller 
said.  “We  have  a  lot  of  stuff  we 
need  to  work  on,  we  still  have 
defensive  breakdowns;  we  still 
need  to  work  on  executing  some¬ 
times  on  offense.

“Honestly,  for  us,  that  ‘07  thing  was 
kind  of  like  us  coming  together  as  a  foot¬ 
ball  team,”  defensive  end  Justin  Tuck 
said  of  the  “Men  In  Black”  look.  “We  just 
said  we  wanted  to  kill  a  dynasty,  and 
that’s  what  they  were.  But  now,  we’ve 
been  here  before  and  we  felt  as  though 
all  that  is  secondary.” 

Their  coaches  have  to  be  pleased. 

Belichick  is  known  for  cracking  down 
when  one  of  his  players  spouts  off.  Last 
year,  receiver  Wes  Welker  sat  out  the 
opening  series  of  a  playoff  loss  to  the 
Jets  after  he  made  several  foot  and  toe 
references  —  subtle  digs  on  Jets  coach 
Rex  Ryan,  the  subject  of  foot-fetish  re¬ 
ports  in  New  York. 


This  season,  Belichick  muzzled  long¬ 
time  self-promoter  Chad  Ochocinco, 
known  to  do  anything  —  including 
changing  his  name  —  to  get  attention 
when  he  was  in  Cincinnati.  The  receiver 
has  been  on  good  behavior  this  season 
after  arriving  from  the  Bengals  in  a 
trade,  wanting  to  play  in  a  Super  Bowl 
rather  than  cover  one  for  his  social 
media  network. 

So,  Ochocinco  has  followed  the  team 
philosophy,  which  receiver  Deion 
Branch  summed  up  on  Monday. 

“Do  what’s  right,  put  the  team  first,” 
Branch  said.  “You’re  not  going  to  jeop¬ 
ardize  what  we  have  going  here.  Look  at 
the  big  picture  and  put  the  team  first.” 

Coughlin  sees  it  the  same  way,  which 
is  why  his  Giants  weren’t  about  to  insti¬ 
gate  anything  when  they  hit  town. 
Coughlin’s  philosophy,  which  he  had 
printed  on  T-shirts  in  2007:  “Talk  is 


cheap.  Play  the  game.” 

Not  even  a  little  prodding  could  get 
them  riled  up.  When  Brady’s  comments 
to  the  pep  rally  back  home  were  men¬ 
tioned  on  Monday,  the  Giants  immedi¬ 
ately  came  to  his  defense. 

Yes,  they  took  his  side. 

“Man,  it  was  a  pep  rally,”  Tuck  said. 
“What  was  he  supposed  to  say?” 

Linebacker  Mathias  Kiwanuka  had 
the  same  reaction  when  reporters  gave 
him  a  chance  to  put  a  little  edginess  into 
Super  Bowl  week. 

“I  wouldn’t  expect  anything  else,”  Ki¬ 
wanuka  said,  referring  to  Brady’s  com¬ 
ment.  “Now  if  someone  wants  to  come 
out  and  throw  some  legitimist  trash  talk, 
we  will  talk  about  that. 

“But  it’s  just  that  you  guys  need  some¬ 
thing  to  do  for  the  week,  I  guess.” 

Could  be  a  quiet  week.

Looking  at  all  four  hands  in  this 
deal,  you  would  think  declarer  must 
lose  three  spades  and  a  heart  and  go 
down  one  in  four  spades.  But  in  fact 
South  made  the  contract  by  means  of 
a  highly  ingenious  play. 

West  led  a  diamond,  taken  by 
dummy’s  ace.  The  normal  play  at 
this  point  would  be  to  ruff  a  diamond 
at  trick  two  and  lead  a  trump  toward 
the  queen.  But  the  declarer  in  this 
case  led  the  queen  of  spades  from 
dummy  at  trick  two!

East  covered  the  queen  with  the 
king,  as  most  players  would,  and 
West  was  forced  to  win  the  trick  with 
the  ace.  It  was  then  an  easy  matter  for 
South,  later  on,  to  lead  a  trump  from 
dummy  toward  his  ten  to  eliminate 
his  third  trump  loser  and  so  make  the 
contract. 

It  may  be  argued  that  East  should 
duck  the  queen  of  spades  instead  of 
playing  the  king  —  and  there  is 
undoubtedly  considerable  merit  to 
this  contention.  However,  the  fact  is 
that  South  lured  East  into  an  error 
and  was  well-rewarded  for  it.  After 
all,  inducing  a  mistake  by  the 
defense  can  be  just  as  remunerative 
as  any  other  good  play  declarer 
makes. 

The  queen-of-spades  lead  at  trick 
two  is  actually  the  right  play  since 
East  is  known  to  have  at  least  two 
spades  for  his  opening  notrump  bid. 
The  queen  play  breaks  even  if  the 
spades  are  divided  2-2,  but  has  a 
clear  advantage  if  the  spades  are 
divided  3-1. 

In  that  case,  since  only  West  can 
have  the  singleton,  the  queen  play 
gains  outright  when  West  has  the  sin¬ 
gleton  jack,  since  declarer  then  loses 
only  two  trump  tricks,  and  might 
gain  a  trick  —  as  the  result  of  a 
defensive  error  —  when  West’s  sin¬ 
gleton  is  either  the  ace  or  king.

We  will 
see  a  few  unusual  items  but  mostly  we  will 
see  a  lot  of  old  coins,  gold  jewelry,  and  a 
w  ide  variety  of  antiques  and  collectibles. 
Last  week  at  a  show  in  Missouri,  a  retired 
dentist  w  alked  in  w  ith  over  5  lbs.  of  dental 
gold  fillings.  “I  would  say  that  is  pretty 
unusual,  wouldn’t  you?”  says  Davis.  The 
gentlemen  received  over  $31,243  for  his 
gold  fillings.  The  dentist  told  Davis  that 
over  the  years  he  would  keep  the  extracted 


teeth  when  the  owners  didn’t  want 
them.  He  would  throw7  them  in 
a  jar  and  over  the  years  it  added 
up  to  over  51bs  of  gold.  Now7  not 
everybody  has  a  jar  of  gold  teeth 
lying  around  but  according  to 
Davis,  more  than  you  might  think 
have  some  sort  of  gold  they  can 
cash  in.  Davis  says,  “The  event 
receives  a  fair  amount  of  gold 
each  day  of  the  5  day  event.”

Archie  Davis  commented,  “Other  top 
categories  at  the  event  would  have 
to  be  silver  dollars  and  other  coins, 
pocket  watches,  and  my  personal 
favorite,  old  toys.”

He 
said  one  time  he  decided  to  play 
farmer  in  the  garden  and  ended

up  digging  up  and  ruining  a  lair  number  of 
vegetable  plants.  His  folks  were  really  mad 
and  he  said  it  was  the  longest  summer  he 
ever  remembered  w  orking  off  the  damage 
he  had  done.  Back  then  the  garden  was  a 
staple  to  even7  country  family.  His  mom 
would  can,  jar  and  pickle  the  harv  est  to 
eat  all  winter.
